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DETAILED ACTION 
Response to Arguments 

1 . Applicant's arguments with respect to claims 1-4 and 7-17 have been considered 
but are moot in view of the new ground(s) of rejection. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §102 

2. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent 
granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 
351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States 
only if the international application designated the United States and was published under Article 21(2) 
of such treaty in the English language. 

3. Claim 15 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipate by Ahn (US 
Patent No. 6,191,823 B1). 

In considering claim 15, Ahn discloses all the claimed subject matter, note 1) the 
claimed a display configured to display a primary image and a picture-in-picture image 
(PIP) overlaying the primary image is met by the flat type display 50 (Fig. 1 , col. 1 , lines 
23-39), and 2) the claimed a processor operatively coupled to the display and 
configured to receive a first video data stream for the primary image and to receive a 
second video data stream for the PIP, wherein the processor is configured to alter a 
display characteristic of the PIP with respect to the primary image, wherein the display 
characteristic includes at least a color bias that is a color scheme is met by the control

panel 300 which controls the attribute control command of the 1 st and 2 nd attribute 
adjuster 1 5 and 25 (Fig. 1 , col. 1 , line 23 to col. 2, line 8). 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

4. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

5. Claim 17 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Ahn (US 
Patent No. 6,191,823 B1) in view of Rainville et al (US 2002/0069411 A1). 

In considering claim 17, Ahn discloses all the limitations of the instant invention 
as discussed in claim 15, except for providing the claimed wherein the processor is 
configured to alter the color bias of the PIP by altering the color bias of the PIP by 
altering the transparency of the PIP. Rainville et al teach that the viewer can control 
over the size, position and degree of transparency (or level of translucency) of the 
Picture-ln-Graphics (PIG) television video image (Figs. 5A-5E, page 2, [0029] - [0032]). 
Therefore, it would have been obvious to one ordinary skill in the art at the time of the 
invention to incorporate the altering the transparency of the PIP as taught by Rainville et 
al into Ahn's system in order to enhance the display of World Wide Web pages 
combined with television video on a video screen, so that the user can view the 
background Web page image through the transparent PIP image. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

6. Claims 1-4 and 7-14 allowed. 
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Each independent claims 1 and 10 identifies the uniquely distinct features: 
" wherein the display characteristic includes at least a color bias of the PIP that in 
independent of the first and second video data stream, the color bias only affects one of 
the primary image and the PIP, and wherein the processor is configured to alter the 
color bias of the PIP by combining a weighted average of the first video data stream and 
the color bias ". The closest prior art, Ahn (US Patent No. 6,191,823 B1) and Rainville et 
al (US 2002/006941 1 A1), either singularly or in combination, fail to anticipate or render 
the above underlined obvious. 

7. Claim 16 is objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but 
would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the 
base claim and any intervening claims.
